By jioon the. mercury had edged 


upward, to a cold "10-degree mark, 
and the prediction fort tonight was 
"Zero or a little below"." 


The mass of cold air hit Dixon 


Sunday morning, when the ther- 
mometer showed 38 degrees as the 
high for the day. The drop in 
temperature brought about one- 
fourth inch of snow which was 
packed into a glaze on city streets. 


The high reading expected Tues- 


day is 15 degrees, and the low 
Tuesday night about five above. 


Matching Readings 


Chicago matched Dixon's mom- 


ing reading today, and experts said 
the three-degree reading was the 
coldest for Nov. 28 in 68 years. 


An icy westerly wind up to 14 


rn.p.h. whipped powdery snow 
around northern Illinois in late au- 
tumn's severe cold snap. During 
the night the mercury dropped to 
2 above at Rockford,'5 above at 
Moline, and 8 above at Quincy. It 
dipped to 9 above'at Peoria. 10 at 
Vandalia and Springfield, and 11 
at St. Louis. 


The cold arctic air covered the 


country from the Rockies to the 
Appalachians and reached from 
the Canadian border into the west- 
ern Gulf states.

Sunday midnight temperatures 


hovered around the zero mark or 
below in parts of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and North Dakota. 
Readings of less than 10 above 
reached as far south as northern 
Kansas, northern Missouri and 
central Illinois. At the same time, 
temperatures dropped to 32 at Dal- 
las and 30 at Memphis.

Chairman 
'Very Much 
Encouraged' 


President in First 
'All-Out' Political 
Talks Since Attack 


GETTYSBURG, Pa. 
(IP)— 


Republican Chairman Leon- 
ard W. Hall said today after 
a meeting with President Ei- 
senhower he now believes 
Eisenhower will seek a second 
term "if he feels he is able." 


Hall met reporters after holding 


with the chief executive the first 
all-out political conference Eisen- 
hower has had since his Sept. 24 
heart attack. 


The national chairman said 


Eisenhower's second term plans 
were not discussed "as a specific 
situation" at their 45-minute meet- 
ing, but he added he felt "very 
much encouraged" as a result of 
the meeting. 


"I feel better about it (the Presi- 


dent's running) after the meeting 
this morning," Hall said. 


The Republican chairman came 


here this morning to give Eisen- 
hower "a rundown on politics." 


Hall said he expected much to 


depend on late January physical 
examinations which are supposed 
to show whether Eisenhower's re- 
covery from his heart attack is 
complete. 


Hall said Eisenhower made no 


promises about running again: 
"He didn't say yes and he didn't 
say no." 


But Hall offered as his "personal 


opinion" the comment that "I 
think he will (run) if he feels he's 
able." 


Hall said he feels more optimis- 


tic about the President's running 
than he did when they last met. 
That was in Denver, two weeks be-' 
fore Eisenhower was stricken. 


Hall said the President demon- 


strated in their talk that he has 
kept in close touch with political 
| affairs during his illness. He said 
Eisenhower has "a continuing in- 
terest that goes beyond today or 
tomorrow." 


Asked if he expects Eisenhower 


to announce his plans one way or 
another after the January medical 
checkup. Hall said that's entirely 
up to the President. And he said 
he doesn't attach much importance 
to the timing of such an announce- 
ment. 


Hail said he touched on a num- 


ber of current issues in his talk 
with Eisenhower—the farm and 
foreign situations, sthe 1956 conven- 
tions and campaign, the GOP's 
finances. 


He didn't quote Eisenhower on 


these issues but took occasion to 
swat at such Democratic leaders 
as New York Gov, Averell Harri- 
man who ha\-e been critical of ad- 
ministration foreign policy.

MIAMI. Fla. GB—Secretary of 


Defense Charles E. Wilson said 
today that the retaliatory power 
of the United States' armed forces 
"is unequalled in the world and 
we plan to keep it so." 


He also said that: "It is going 


to take years for men of good will 
throughout the world to establish 
the sound condition for a just and 
durable peace. In the meantime, 
we don't dai-e let down our guard.'' 


In an address for the American 


Municipal Assn.. Wilson said that 
the threat is continuing. Reiter- 
ating previous administration pol- 
icy in the defense program, he 
said there is no one "danger 
date" and no single form of pos- 
sible enemy action to which de- 
fense should be directed. 


Because of the destructiveness 


of modern weapons and the in- 
creasing efficiency of long-range 
planes and missiles, Wilson said, 
the United States has reason, for 
the first time, to be "deeply con- 
cerned" over the serious damage 
a sudden attack could inflict.

Back in 1946 Congress passed a law aimed at stream- 


linine its operations. A huge cut was made m the number 
of regular standing committees, and other changes followed. 
Things were looking up for one of the world's most ineffi- 
cient organizations. 
The promise of better times was short-lived. With the 


total of its full committees sharply reduced, Congress began 
slowly to enlarge the number of its subcommittees to com- 
pensate. So today, there are 235 regular standing and joint 
committees, against 230 in 1946. 


The Housing Agriculture Committee finds it necessary 


to maintain 14 separate subcommittees, one for each major 
crop. If this kind of thing keeps up one may discover in 
1966 that there is a Subcommittee on Blueberries and a Sub- 
committee on Timothy.

» 


Recently the National Planning Association, aided by 


a Ford Foundation grant, made an exhaustive comparison 
between Congress and the British parliament. Naturally 
enough, Dr. George Galloway, who made the study, found 
many important differences, some of them inevitable, some 
to our advantage, some not. 


The study caused the NPA to highlight again what stu- 


dents of parliamentary systems regard as the major short- 
comings of Congress. 


One, obviously not cured, is the rabbit-like multiplica- 


tion of committees. Another is the time-wasting practice 
of hearing key witnesses on major bills before first a House 
and then a Senate committee. 
Such hearings should be 


joint. 


Another great time-waster is the habit of having end- 


less House roll calls which consume hours of valuable effort. 
A push-button voting system would vastly shorten House 
balloting.

Congress currently operates as a kind of grandoise city 


council for the District of Columbia. The job long ago should 
have been delegated to the district itself. And the lawmak- 
ers deal annually with countless so-called private bills af- 
fecting immigration, naturalization and other matters which 
ought to have no place in the legislative halls. 


Many of these points have been made before, but they 


merit repetition. It's not a matter of creating a body that 
will satisfy an efficiency expert. ~It is a matter of molding 
Congress into an agency which can hardly keep pace with 
the fast-growing nation for which it makes the laws. 


There is no place for a horse-and-buggy Congress in the 


jet age.

The Doctor Says 


Usually Mental Retardation 
Can Be Found by I. Q. Test 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


One of the big problems facing 


our society concerns those among j 
us who are mentally retarded. A 
mentally retarded person is de- 
fined as one who does not have the 
natural intelligence and ability to 
carry his own load in life. 


Since it is estimated that between 


one and three out of 100 people 
have some degree of, mental re- 
tardation, it is easy to see how im- 
portant this problem is. 


Ordinarily, mental retardation 


can be identified sometime during 
childhood by properly administered 
and interpreted tests of mental de- 
\eldpnient known as intelligent 
quotient or I.Q. tests. 


THESE ARE A measure of the 


child's ability to learn rather .than 
what the child already knows.'THe 
difference of a few points, however, 
does not mean much. Also, there 
are several kinds of I. Q. tests and 
the "scoung" of them is different. 


Ihe T. Q. is figured by dividing 


the mental age as calculated by one 
•of the intelligence tests in common 
use bv the actual age of the child 
in years, and multiplying the re- 
sult by 100. 


Although parents are often in- 


clined to pay too much attention 
to the I. Q. of their children, these 
tests do have some real value. 


If the I. Q. is far below normal, 


the child must be considered to 
be a true idiot and 'cannot be edu- 
cated in school subjects: such chil- 
dren usually require care in an 
institution. 
' 


The next lowest group are imbe- 


ciles who can learn to perform 
simple household duties but do not 
go far in school subjects. 


Above these two low groups are 


the less seriously retarded children 
who can often be taught to learn 
enough to suppoit themselves in 
simple occupations, "but are not 
likely to go beyond the elementary 
gr.ades of school. 


IT IS NOT possible to drill or 


train a youngster with a low I. Q. 
into a definitely higher group. 


This may be a hard thins: for 


parents to realize, but it should be 
iiced. 


Thcie is. however, some experi- 


mental work going on with a sub- 
stance called gluiamic acid and its 
eifect on the intelligence. This sub- 
stance appears to raisa the intel- 
ligence as measured by the I. Q. 
slightly. 


However, it must be empha- 


sized that Ihe results are not rc- 


gone far enough as yet for any- 
one to be sure whether it will have 
practical value for children of be- 
low normal natural intelligence. 


IT SHOULD BE pointed out that 


many mentally retarded children 
can be helped to lead useful, pro- 
ductive and happy lives. 


In addition 10 the aid which can 


be obtained from physicians, insti- 
tutions, school supervisors, psycho- 
logists, psychiatrists, and others, 
there is now an organization known

White House Meeting on 
Education Opens Today 
Faces Triple Problem of. 
Time? Politics and Money 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Associated J'ress jN'i>\vs Analyst 
WASHINGTON 011—The men and 


women taking part in the Presi- 
dent's White House Conference on 
Education opening today would 
like to think it will do good. Will 
it? Or will it be just a lot of peo- 
ple letting off steam? 


The delegates include educators, 


labor, farm and civic leaders, bus- 
iness men and clergymen. They 
may. in spite of their varied views 
on how to, get more schools and 
teachers, reach 
some 
majority 


opinions without explosions. But 
they still seem to face a triple 
problem 
of time, politics 
and 


money. 
, 


This conference has had a build- 


up for almost two years, a lot of 
fanfare, and countrywide, interest. 
President Eisenhower proposed it 
in a message to Congress Jan. 7, 
1954. 


Created Committee 


Then he created a committee .of 


34 men and women to advise him 
on what the government should do 
about the country's educational 
needs. 


Since then, and at the commit- 


tee's suggestion, all the states and 
territorities have had their own 
conferences to discuss what they 
thought needed to be done. 


Reports on all those states' con- 


ferences were supposed to be sent 
to the committee. Not all of them 
have arrived yet. Only about five 
states took the trouble to print 
and bind their reports. 


This writer saw them and the 


unbound reports in the commit- 
tee's files. Some 'of those unbound 
ones appear so disorganized that 
—if they are a true reflection of 
what happened at the state con- 
ference—those 
conferences, must 


have been chaos. 


States. Disagree 


There is disagreement among 


the states, and \vithin the individ- 
ual state conferences, on whether 
the states should have federal aid. 


Thai question—federal aid to edu- 
cation--u'ill probably be the most 
explosive at this conference. 


Meanwhile, state officials—gov- 


ernors and educators — appointed 
delegates to this convention. They 
didn't necessarily have to be the 
same people who took part in their 
stales' conferences,, and some of 
them apparently don't have to be 
guided by what their state confer- 
ences agreed on. 


When'this conference finishes-'up 


Thursday, its reports on recom- 
mendations will be turned over to 
the President's committee. 
That 


committee doesn't 
have to be 


bound by the action of this con- 
ference. 


Time Element 


This is where the time element 


enters. The 34-nrember committee 
which Eisenhower created to ad- 
vise him doesn't meet to decide 
on recommendations until Jan. 16.
